Rector Launches “League for the 
Wedding of Broken Heroes”’ 
Following French Example. 


‘LONDON, Oct. 14.—The Rev. Ernest 
Houghton, a Bristol rector, has started 
an appeal to patriotic women of the na- 
tion to give their lives to ameliorat«- 
the condition of maimed heroes of the 
war by marrying them.

Presi- 
dent Font, in the letter, congratulates 
President Wilson upon the material 
aid rendered to Belgians. The Presi- 
dent of Andorra also states that his 
republic “is always ready to lend its 
feeble voice toward a peace confer- 
ence.” 

Andorra, on the southern slope of 
the Pyrennes, adjacent to France and 
Spain, came a republic about the 
year 790. It contains 175 square 

miles and has a population of ap- 
proximately 6000.

HELD POSITION 3 YEARS 


Young Man Released on Bond 
of $2000—RMarried and 


Has Child. 


Leslie R. Armet, 26 years old, of 4215A 
South Thirty-eighth street, was arrested 
last night at his home on an indictment 
charging him with the embezzlement by 
bailee of $3400 from the Prest-O-Lite 


Co., 3342 Olive street, of which he was 
cashiér for three years. 

The indictment was returned in the 
atternoon after George V. Chandler, a 
traveling auditor for the company, had 
testified before the grand jury that 
Armet placed fictitious names on the 
payroll and paid their ‘“‘wages’’ to him- 
self, 

At the local offices of the company 
today it was stated that Armet, while 
cashier for the company, had purchased 
a half-interest last fall in a moving pic- 
ture house at McNair avenue and Pesta 
lozzi street. Company officials believea 
this purchase was made with fun‘ls 
taken from the Prest-O-Lite Co., an 
that additional company funds were 
used to keep his moving picture venture 
going. 

Armet began working for the Prest-O- 
Lite Co. in 1912. As cashier, he was not 
under the supervision of any local of- 
ficers, but his accounts were audited 
annually by a traveling auditor who vis- 
it.d the offices of the company in vart- 
Ous towns. 


an investigation of Armet’s books last 
spring, caused his arrest on a charge of 
embezzling $38 Armet then was dis- 
charged as cashier. His arrest was not 
made public at that time because of the 
small amgunt of the alleged em bezzie- 
ment. The auditor continued hig in- 
vestigation, and, in his statement to the 
} 6rand said he had learned that Ar- 
met began padding the payrolls in 1912, 

and continued doing so until discharged. 

It was stated at the local office that 
a traveling auditor who examined Ar- 
met’s accounts last year, had failed .o 
find a trace of the alleged embezzle- 
ment. 

Armet is married, and has a child °8 
months old. After his arrest he went 
to ths home of Circuit Judge Cave, 
where a $2000 bond, signed by Albert 
Stern, was accepted. He could not oe 
reached for a statement.

(DOCTOR WHO HAS 


ANTHRAX DISCUSSES 
CHANCES FOR LIFE 


John C. Helper of Benbow City, 
il., Fights Cheerfully With 
Odds Against Him. 


REJECTS ANIMAL SERUM 


Declares He Will Stick to Ac- 
cepted Treatment Rather Than 
Follow New York Example. 


Dr. John C. Helper of Benbow City, 
Til, in a serious condition from an at- 
tack of the dreaded disease anthrax, 
spoke cheerfully to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter today regarding his chances for 
recovery. He.said that he had read in 
newspapers that George F. Stackpole of 
New York, a lawyer, ha@ put up the 
bravest fight against the disease ever 
made by a man 

“I still have my boots on,”’ 
Helper, 


“in his boots.” 

said Dr. 
“but I doubt if that lawyer has 
undergone as severe a fight against 
death.”’ 

For ll days Dr. Helper has been fight- 
ing against the disease with which he 
is believed to have been infected by aa 
animal affected with it. In that time 
an eruption upon the back of his neck 
which at first was such as might be 
rajsed by a mosquito bite, has killed 
off the flesh until in an operation yes- 
terday a bit of the ligament that binds 
the spinal cord was removed by the at- 
tending physician in dressing a wound 
as large as the bottom of a drinking 
glass and about one inch deep. 

Dr. Helper is 56 years old. He has 
been a practicing physician in Benbow 
for the last two years and has his home 
and offices in the building used for th: 
offices of the Mayor of Benbow. Eight 
years ago he was a candidate at the 
Republican caucus at Springfield, Ii.. 
for nomination as Mayor. He was de- 
feated at the caucus. 

Has Great Muscular Strength. 

The physician is six feet in height 
and has always had great muscular 
strength. Dr. Helper calmly discussed 
with the reporter the terrible situation 
he is in. 

“TI am not going to die if I can heiy 
it,” he said, “and I believe I have a 
chance, although my professional e~x- 
perience makes me know that it wii 
be difficult for a man to come through 
with about one-quarter of his neck gone. 
I wish to say in the first place that 
no man could have had better care. 
Dr. J. T. Kessinger, my physician, is a 
German-trained physician of great skill 
and I am in full accord with «his 
method of treatment. 

‘“‘My wife thus far has done all the 
nursing. She will not allow anyone else 
to take charge of the case, although 
brother physicians have helped her at 
times, as the treatment requires atten- 
tion every half hour. We have two 
married daughters, Mrs. Charles Pate 
of Ottawa, Kan., and Mrs. Frances 
Sawyer of Chicago. Yesterday morn- 
ing I received a newspaper clipping 
from Mrs. Pate telling of the effort 
made to give an untested animal serum 
treatment to the New York attorney. 


‘I had already talked this over with 
my wife and physician after reading 
the story in the Post-Dispatch. lL 
agreed with Dr. Kessinger that his 
troatment was achieving good results 
and that it would not be wise to put 
aside an accepted line of treatment for 
an experiment the result of which 
could not be foretold. 


“T am almost positive that the dis.ase 
came from a mosquito bite I received 
while fishing 11 days ago in Wood Riv- 
er. 

“At the time there were within sight 
a number of carcasses of horses and 
cows that had been drowned by the 
floods, and there were many mosquitos. 
I had been greatly bothered by mosqui- 
cos, but suddenly felt a bite in the 
back of my neck that within a few 
minutes began to burn excessively. 


Found Lumps in Morning. 

“I thought nothing of it, however, un- 
til the next morning, when I found a 
lump as big as a man’s thumbnail upon 
the back of my neck. Within a few 
hours after I awakened this began to 
burn. 

“I tried poultices and other externa! 
remedies, and it Was fully 48 hours be- 
fore — called in Dr. Kessinger, and aft 
er an examination he diagnosed the dis- 
ease as anthrax. Onthethird or fourth 
day I was delirious, but since then I 
have suffered little pain, but the dying 
flesh began to create a — hole in 
the back of my neck. 


‘This disease is different from cancer, 
as it is not an eating Away of the flesh, 
but a complete death of the flesh, that 
extends by an increase of vesicles. 


“Of course I hope R will recover. 
1 know as well as Dr. Kessinger does 
however, that recovery from such an 
ettack is a difficuit matter. I do hope 
to get back to work. We are pretty 
well cleaned out by the recent flood, 
during which the water was five feet 
deep in our rooms, I know I wouid 
mot have been alive today had it not 
been for the unceasing devotion of my 
wife. Dr. Kessinger also calls upon m¢ 
five and six times a day to superin. 
tend some of the treatments.’’ 

Dr. Kessinger told the reporter that 
he did not feel justified in using an 
untried serum upon his patient. H>

And then, does Elliott hurl his fresh- 
man cap high in air, and run with a yell 
to the football gridiron or the tennis 
court? 

He does not. Those same gentle kine, 
1v of them, in the asylum stables, are 
awaiting the touch of Elliott’s deft fip- 
gers, and the Governor’s son has to 
hurry to his room, get into his work- 
ing clothes and resume the role of 
merry, merry milkmaid. 

On Saturdays and Sundays, the milk- 
ing,has to be done, but at other hours 
Elfiott gets a little leisure.

Investigation today by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter showed -that only 
about one-third as many machines 
are now. running as were in opera- 
tion a month ago and considerably 
less than half the number which so 
proudly started the summer cam- 
paign. 

William A. Fears, president of the 
Motors Service Co., said that in June 
his company was operating, 140 cars 
ind that now it ig. running. only 
about 15. There has been a similar 
falling off in the number of cars 
operated by other companies and 
many “independent” jitney owners 
aiso have withdrawn from the busi- 
ness.

TELLS OF LORIMER 
DVERDRATTS Al 


Witness Says Southern Traction 
Bonds Were Drawn on to Keep 
Account in Balance. 


MORRIS, Ill., Oct. 14—Frank M. 
Spohr, cashier, and later auditor. of 
the defunct La Salle Street Trust and 
Savings Bank, of Chicago, told a re- 
markable story yesterday of alleged 
“high finance” in the conduct of.the 
institution, 

He was a witness in the trial of 
Charlies B. Munday, vice president of 
the institution, whose case for al- 
leged conspiracy in 
bank, was brought here on a change 
of venue from Cook County. 
was on the stand nearly all day and 


two days longer. 
He told about the transfer of the 
bank from a national to a state insti- 
tution. In this transaction he said that, 
with assets of $62,000 himself, he had 
given an unsécured note for $125,000 in 
common with nine others to create the 
capital stock of $1,250,000 on which the 
State bank was organized. | 
These notes, he said, were placed in 
the bank to the credit of those who 
signed them and a check was then 
drawn against the La Salle Street Bank 
for the amount, which was then de- 
posited in the Central Trust Co. Bank, 
of which Charles Dawes, former Comp- 
troller of the Currency of the United 
States, is president. 
The witness said the cash was paid on 
the note, and the note came back to 
the La Salle institution on the same 
day. 
Documentary evidences was introduced 
to show that all the assets and liabilities 
had been accepted by the Board of Di- 
rectors of the State Bank. 

Overdraft Privileges. 
He told how a great part of the al- 
leged worthless and questionable paper 
held by the bank, when it failed, had 
been forced upon it by the use of over- 
@raft privileges enjoyed by William Lor- 
imer, president of the bank, and former 
United States Senator, by Charles B. 
Munday, the vice president, and by 
members of their families and those 
connected with the business firms with 
which Lorimer and Munday were con- 
nected. 
The witness said there was kept in 
the vaults a large amount of South- 
ern Traction Company bonds, which, 
he aserted, were of questionable 
value at all times, which was drawn 
on to balance the Lorimer and the 
Lorimer firms’ overdrafts, when no 
other means were available. 
In all the La Salle Street Bank 
bought $320,000 of these securities, he 
said, . 
Spohr was questioned at length on 
what he knew about the organiza- 
tion of the three subsidiaries of the 
bank. It is alleged by the prosecu- 
tion that the La Salle Streeet Bank 
obtained $250,000 cash from the Corn 
Exchange National Bank of Chicago;

St. Louis investors .in the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & Gary Railway Co, will 
lose between $3,000,000 and $4,000,000, when 
the stock and bonds of the company of 
an aggregate face value of $11,239,000, 
nre sold at the.St. Louis courthouse to- 
riorrow to pay a note of the company 
for $f,500,000 and unpaid interest amount- 
ing to $400,000. 

The Chicago, Milwaukee & Gary Rail- 
way is a belt line road around Chicago, 
129 miles long. The property of the com- 
pany is said by St. Louis investors to 
be worth $6,000,000, but it is not ex- 
pected to bring in excess of $1,900,000 at 
the sale tomorrow. 

The local people who put their money 
into the enterprise say that their hold- 


( ings will be wiped out entirely. Some 


or them are complaining that while 
the sale is probably. legal, in every re- 
spect, that the note holders have taken 
unfair advantage by selling out the se- 
curities at the present time, when the 
country is just beginning to recover 
from the effects of a business depres- 
sion. 
Syndicate Controls Property. 

The investors signed an agreement 
turning the entire management of the 
property over to a syndicate. The syndi- 
cate, comprised of Albert T. Perkins. 
who is president of the railroad; Ed- 
wards Whitaker, president of the Boat- 
men’s Bank; John F. Shepley of the St. 
Louis Union Trust Co., William C. For- 
dyce and Halleck W. Seaman of Chi- 
cago,,in a statement to the investors, 
said that they had been given ample op- 
portunity to protect the property, and 
as they had done nothing, it had to be 
sold. 

Among the heavy investors in the prop- 
erty are W. K. Bixby, John F. Shep- 
ley, S. W. Fordyce, Edward Mallinck- 
rodt, Martin Shaughnessy, Leo Moser, 
Edwards Whitaker and N.-A. McMillan 
of the+St. Louis Union Trust Co.

Perkins, speaking as one of 
the syndicate managers, said that 
the misfortunes of the railroad were 
due to the bDBusiness depression, and 
the unprofitable rate allowed under 
the Illinois State laws. 

Local investors who have _ investi- 
gated the property of the company, say 
that the company owns all the terminal 
properties of Rockford, Ill., in addition 
to its other lines, and that the Rock- 
ford terminals alone are worth more 
than the amount of the olitstanding 
notes. 

Will Gain Control of Road. 

Bonds to the amount of $5,764,000, and 
stock of par value of $5,475,000 are 
pledged to secure the note issue. The 
purchaser of the collateral security will 
obtain possession and control of the 
railroad. 

The company owns its own lines from 
Joliet to Delmar, Q@ll., a distance of 3S 
miles, and from Rockford to Aurora, a 
distance of 69 miles, but uses the tracks 
of the Elgin, Joliet & Eastern Railway 
Co., between Aurora and Joliet, a dis- 
tance of 22 miles.

ATHENS, Greece, Wednesday, Oct. 
13.—In response to a request for a 
definition of the attitude of Greece, 
King Constantine today made the 
following statement to the Associated 
Press: 

“Greece is merely loosening her 
sword in its scabbard. She menaces 
no one. But she cannot permit that 
events shall constitute a menace to 


the integrity of the nation or the 
freedom of the Greek people. 
‘Tt is my duty to preserve my 


country from the danger of destruc- 
tion through. becoming involved in 
the general European oonflict. I hope 


io do this at all hazards—if it is 
possible.” 7 
The Greek reply to Servia’s rep- 
resentations that the Bulgarian at- 
tacsk on Servia completes the 
act of aggression contemplated under 


the treaty of alliance between Greece 
and Servia and asking if the Greek 
army is ready to enter action against 
Bulgaria, was delivered Tuesday. 

Beginning with the declaration that 
“the royal Government greatly regrets 
that it is unable to accede to Servia’s 
request,’’ the reply explains that the 
alliance of 1911, while foreseeing Bul- 
garian aggression, was limited to pre- 
serving an equilibrium among the Bal- 
kan states. 

“The preamble of the treaty,’’ the re- 
ply continues, ‘‘defines it as of purely 
Balkan character, not applying to a 
general conflagration. Both the trealy 
of allianee and the military convention 
completing it prove in the first article 
that the contracting parties contem- 
plated only isolated attacks by Bygaria 
against one of them.”’ 

The note minutely argues that the 
treaty does not cover the situation 
which has arisen today—a situation in 
which ‘“‘Greece might destroy herself 
without hope of saving Servia, which 
cannot wish such a resuit.’’ 

It is added that ‘‘common interests 
demand that the Greek forces still be 
kept in reserve for a better use later.” 

The note concludes with the declara- 
tion that Greece intends to remain an 
armed neutral and ‘‘assures Servia that 
Greece will continue to give her every 
assistance and facility compatible with 
Greece's exclusively international posi- 
tion.”’

for the Germans. The German Govern- 
ment is citing the landing of large 
French and English forces at Saloniki 


ancé their passage through Greece into 
Servia, over the protest of the Grecian 
Government, as revealing the insincerity 
of the often boasted solicitude of the 
allies for the integrity of small states. 

On the face of the record there is 
every appearance of the adoption by the 
allies of a course toward Greece which 
was so strongly condemned when Ger- 
many pursued it as to Belgium, with- 
cut, however, all of the dramatic inci- 
dents which Belgian opposition precipi- 
tated. 

There exist in Greece such conflicting 
influences, in the dynastic connection 
with Germany, the traditional hatred of 
the Turk, the alliance between Greece 
and Servia, and pepular sympathy for 
the allies, that the government appears 
paralyzed between them, fearing to 
take an emphatic stand. 

Protest Against Landing Recorded. 

There was a protest recorded in Greek 
Parliament against the landing of allied 
troops, but the entente Powers un- 
dovbtedly felt it to be purely formal and 
intended to maintain the semblance of 
r.eutrality. 

Under the Greco-Servian treaty Greece 
is under the duty to go to Servia’s as- 
sistance, but she has not done so. Yet 
this treaty gives to the entente Powers 
ne rights to land upon Grecian territory 
without the Government's permission 
ana they have plainly violated her neu- 
trality. 

The entente Powers, while 
Greece to fulfill her treaty obligations 
Servia, are meantime insisting 
upon “friendly neutrality” toward them. 
This is the same kind of neutrality that 
Germany first requested of Belgium, 
which is not neutrality at all. 


urging 


The ancient divisions of neutrality 
into “‘friendly,’”’ “benevolent,” “‘perfect’’ 
and ‘‘imperfect” have all disappeared 
with a great mass of equivocal doc-

However, the central Powers, aware of 
the Greco-Servian treaty of alliance, 
probably find Greece more acceptable 
as a “friendly neutral” toward the al- 
lies than an active participant with 
them, hence the absence of such vig- 
orous conduct toward her as might 
otherwise follow. The case is altogether 
unique.

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KFEL LAID FOR 
ELEGTRIC-DRIVEN 


Maneuvered by One Man 
From the Bridge. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 14.—The keel of the 
$15,000,000 superdreadnought California 
was laid today at the Brooklyn navy 
yard, Secretary Daniels, in a speech, 
concluding the brief ceremony attend- 
ing the beginning of actual work on the 
fighting craft, said the California will 
mark the most advanced step taken ‘n 
naval engineering in many years. 

The superdreadnought will be the first 
large war vessel to be propelled entirely 
by. electricity. Secretary Daniels said 
electric motors had been thoroughiy 
tested on the collier Jupiter, and a most 
eatisfactory type developed. The vessel 
can be run by one man from the bridge. 

Besides Secretary Daniels and several 
members of the Naval Advisory Board, 
more than 1000 persons saw Commander 
George H. Rock, chief of constructior. 
at the yard, guide the two center plates 
and the key plate into position. Hoe 
riveted them with four nickel-plated 
bolts. Workmen then placed a silver 
horseshoe and tablet just ahead of the 
point on the ways where the California's 
bow will rest. 

The California is expected to be 

launched within 15 months and to be 
placed in commission in about three 
years. 
The vessel will be of 32,000 tons dis- 
Placement, length 625 feet and beam 97% 
feet. She will carry 12 14-inch guns and 
22 56-inch guns, as well-as having four 
, Submerged torpedo tubes. 

It will take nearly three years to finish 
the California. Instead of the blunt 
snub-nose of the present sea-fighters 
she will have a high, gracefully tapered 
stem like those of the American clipper 
ships of olden days that led the world 
for speed. . Under water her lines will 
be like a yacht’s. 

The California is planned for a speed 
of 21 knots (about 24 land miles) 
an hour. She will be 624 feet long, 
97 feet in beam and will draw 
30 feet of water. 

The mightiest foreigner afloat is ths 
British superdreadnaught Queen Eliza 
beth. She carries eight 15-inch guns, 
the biggest weapons in the world, but 
her tonnage is 27,500, which makes it 
45 less than the California’s, The. ‘at- 
ter’s 14-inch guns will be able to pierce 
the Britisher’s heaviest armor at 12,00 
yards and from their greater accuracy 
to make 7) per cent more hits. To at- 
tain 25 knots an hour the armor of the 
Queen Elizabeth has been lightened, 
which makes her more vulnerable.

ASKED FOR ARMY 
UNDER NEW PLANS 


ns Part of $75,000,000 to 
Be Devoted to Coast Defenses 
and Artillery. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 14.—President 
Wilson today approved Secretary Gar- 
rison’s plan for increasing the army. 
It calls for an annua: expenditure of 
$182,000,000, an increase of approximately 
$73,000,000. The plan in its approved 
form will be presented to Congress with 
the full backing of the administration. 

Much of the increased appropria- 
tion woulg be devotea to coast de- 
fenses and a substantial increase in 
the field artillery. Details as to in- 
creases in the personnel in the army 
have not yet been made public. 

If the navy which will ask for an 
increase of $100,000,000 carries 
through its plan maxing the total 
naval appropriation, $248,000,000, the 
appropriations for national defense, 
including the army’s $184,000,000 
would total $430,000,000. It is prob- 
able, however, that in final form the 
appropriations will not exceed $400,- 
000,000. 

30,000 to 50,000 Increase in Army. 

The President spent virtually the en- 
tire morning going over Secretary Gar- 
rison’s estimates and plans, which are 
understood to propose an increase of 
30,000 to 50,000 men in the army and a 
iarge reserve to be created through in- 
ducing men to join the ranks by short- 
term enlistments. The plans also in- 
ciude encouragement of the national 
guard, and increasing of the number of 
army officers by using the Military 
Academy at W'est Point to its full ca- 
pacity. / 

After conferring with Assistant Sec- 
retary Breckinridge, the President laid 
the plan before Chairman Hay of the 
House Military Committee. Later he 
wili consult Chairman Chamberlain of 
the Senate Military Committee and 
other influential leaders of both Senate 
end House. 

The administration is confident that 
the Democratic leaders in both houses 
will approve the plan, although it is 
not expected that the appropriation will 
be made without some opposition. 

In the recommendations of both Secre- 
taries Garrison and Daniels particular 
attention was paid to aircraft. 

Adequate Preparation Urged. 

The President’s determination to urge 
upon Congress in his next message a 
defense program to cost about $400,000,- 
(OC has been emphasized in high official 
quarters in the last few days, following 
his recent speech, saying the American 
people wire convinced that the United 
States should be very adequately pre- 
pared, not for war, but for defense. 

Secretary Daniels, who has had an 
opportunity to get the President’sg@deas 
on naval appropriations, said that both 
the President and Chairman Padgett of 
the House Naval Affairs Committee 
seemed to approve of the idea of a 
five-year naval building program. 

“We have been considering, and we 
intend to recommend .to Congress, a 
program for five years,”’ said the Secre- 
tary. “Of course, no Congress can bind 
another, but, if Congress would appro- 
priate on the basis of a five-year build- 
ing plan, we could go forward on con- 
struction more rapidly than formerly. 
I believe Congress will do it." 

Plans for More Dreadnoughts. 

The Secretary added that, in his con- 
ferences with the General Board, the 
number of ships of the battle cruiser and 
dreadnought type to be recommended 
had not yet been decided. He believed, 
however, more dreadnoughts than battle 
cruisers would be asked for, and, while 
he declined to give figures, intimations 
in naval quarters were that four capital 
fighting ships would be recommended for 
the first of the five years, three the 
second year and enough thereafter to 
make a total of between 15 and 0 fight- 
ing ships for the entire period. 

“I believe the European war has 
shown us," said Secretary Daniels, ‘the 
great value not only of aircraft, but of 
fast heavily armed vessels and scout 
cruisers and the importance of big guns. 
Particularly, it has taught us that we 
must have larger supplies of ammuni- 
tion than Congress or the General Board 
had hitherto provided.” 

The Secretary revealed that most of 
the information sought from American 
naval attaches abroad before making up 
next ytar’s building program had ar- 
rived. He said the delay in building 
the tw) battleships authorized by the 
last Congress was due to a desire to per- 
fect plans for protection of ’these ves- 
sels against the torpedo. He pointed out 
that adoption of a five-year program did 
not necessarily require a decision at this 
time on all the types of vessels to be 
built, as building plane could be modi- 
fied each year,

Plymouth Pastor’s Financial 
Troubles Due to Business

tor of Plymouth Churen, Brooklyn, 
made ‘“‘quick fabulous profits’’ through 
selling British Columbia timber claims 
to ministers and other friends was made 
today in an affidavit filed by Frank L. 
Ferguson, former chairman of the 
Board of Trustees of the church and for 
five years manager of Dr. Hillis’ busi- 
ness affairs. 

Dr. Hillis had procured an order to ex- 
amine Ferguson before a referee and 
Ferguson obtained an order requiring 
Dr. Hillis to show cause why he wished 
to examine his former business man- 
ager. Argument on the latter order was 
postponed until Oct. 19. 

Ferguson further alleged that Dr. Hil- 
lis had between $3000 and $5000 when he 
began speculating in timber lands, but 
through sales to other ministers and 
friends he made enormous profits with- 
in a year. Dr. Hillis’ financial troubles, 
Ferguson alleged, were brought on by 
his cwn business follies and willful ac- 
tion. He explained how the pastor had 
contracted to purchase more than $7650,- 
000 worth of timber lands, and Fergu- 
son declared that he had personally bor- 
rowed and turned over to Dr. Hillis

Saturday night the mem- 
peers ofthe guild will have an ad- 
vance view of the collection, ag the guild 
opens its active season that evening. 

Numerically the collection is the larg- 
est aggregation of St. Louis pictures 
and sculptures placed upon public \dis- 
play. The pictures are smal} in gize, the 
limit being 120 square inches, and it is 
believed that the whole number, ac. 
cepted by the jury can be accommo- 
dated on the walls. Similar shows in 
New York and other centers have been 
successful. 

“Thumb-box” exhibitions include the 
more intimate works of the artists, 
sketches, studies and small finished 
pictures, which often are more spon- 
taneous and appealing than the cau- 
tiously painted and ambitious canvas, 
upon which the artist stakes his hopes. 

The aim of the new exhibition is to 
bring the general public into Closer 
tcuch with the good art.of St. Louis,

Roy Wilkins Held for Burglary 
to Which Lawrence C. 
Stanley Confessed. 


Roy Wilkins, by mistake, was kept in 
the county jail at Belleville for W 
months awaiting trial for a burglary 
to which another man had confessed. 

When released yesterday by Judge 
Flannigan, in the City Court in East St. 
Louis, Wilkins, who is 2% years old, 
smiled sickly like and guessed “that it 
didn’t make any difference, as he was 
tort of gettin’ used to being in jail.” 
|The Sheriff, explaining this remark, 
said Wilking had been in jail four or 
five times on pilfering charges. 

Wilkins’ jail term was the result of 
an unusual chain of circumstances. 
About:a year ago Lawrence A. Starn- 
ley ‘was arrested, charged with having 
robbed the home of Andrew Crane, 173) 
Ohio avenue, East St. Louis« . Police- 
men said he confessed, After-a prelim- 
inary hearing, at which he was held for 
the grand jury, he gave bond. 

Mea-whits Wilkins was serving a 
20-day jail sentence at Belleville for 
stealing canned tomatoes from a Tri- 
Cithes grocery. Wilkins was about to 
be released when the grand jury re- 
turned an ‘indictment against Law- 
rence Stanley. As Wilkins previous- 
ly had been arrested under the name 
of Edward- Stanley, Deputy Sheriff 
Ames confused the identity of the 
two men. 

The Deputy served the capias on 
Wilkins, believing him to be Law- 
rence Stanley. Wilkins made no pro- 
‘est then, and did not protest a 
month ago, when arraigned before 
Judge Flannigan, and when James G.

TDFLCASSE SAD TO 
HAVE QUIT BECAUSE 
OF DISSENSIONS 


French Minister Opposed For- 
eign Policy, ‘Especially in 
Balkans, Newspaper Says. 


PARIS, Oct. 14.—Theophile Delcasse, 
the Foreign Minister, who retired yes- 
terday in his letter of resignation, did 
not give poor heajth as the reason for 
leaving the Cabinet, but rather dissen- 
sions between himself and other Min- 
isters in regard to French foreign pol- 
icy, says the Radical. This letter which 
Premier Viviani refused yesterday to 
read to the Chamber of Deputies, re- 
calls certain facts, discussion of which 
the censor. forbids. : 

6 resignation of M. Delcasse has 
produced a profound effect on the 
French public, although it has been 
known for some time there was fric- 
tion between him and the rest of the 
Cabinet. The press generally abstains 
from comment, but what little is said is 
hostile to the retiring Minister. Writers 
blame him for the failure of the Bal- 
kan policy and charge that he is trying 
to shift the burden Of responsibility 
upon his former colleagues, instead of 
trying to find a remedy for mistakes. 
His illness is regarded as of a diplo- 
matic character. 

The Government received a decisive 
vote of confidence in the Chamber of 
Deputies last night, 872 to nine, after 
a long and exciting session in which 
the Government’s war policy, particu- 
larly relating to the Balkans, was se- 
verely criticised by leaders represent- 
ing the important committees of for- 
eign military and naval affairs. 

Between 120 and 130 deputies abstained 
from voting. These included most of 
the Unified Socialists. Twenty of them, 
however, voted for the Government. 

The chief criticism of the opposition 
wes directed against the Government’s 
alleged lack of foresight in attempting 
to avert Bulgaria’a understanding with 
Germany and lack of energy in failing 
to arrange for an ample landing force 
at Saloniki to offset the German and 
Bulgarian miove in the Balkans. 

In a ringing reply, M. Viviani de- 
fended the course of the Government. 
He declared that .it was obliged not 
cnly to consult the parliamentary com- 
mittees, but to maintain the good faith 
of its position with the allied Gov- 
ernments, which did not permit it to lay 
a complete explanation of all the mill- 
tury policies before Parliament. He de- 
clared that M. Delcasse’s resignation 
was not due to any discord in the Min- 
istry, as M. Delcasse had always as- 
sented to the various steps taken. 


Premier Admits Errors. 


“The Government has no longer the 
right nor the possibility of explaining 
military and naval plans of an expedi- 
tion undertaken in common with our 
allies,” said the Premier at one point. 
‘It appeared to us impossible to let 
servia be assassinated either from in 
front or behind. 

“Faults have been committed, but the 
Government has not only to take into 
account the suggestions of commissions: 
it also must arrive at an understanding 
with its allies. If we were unable to 
act quicker, it was because our actién 
was subordinated to other duties.”’ 


“Yes,” continued the Premier, “inter- 
vention was necesary, but in acccrd 
with the general staff and without for- 
getting the essential duty; without 
weakening the French front. Come what 
may, it is on the French front that the 
decision will rest. We knew we wore 
not weakening our front when we went 
te Saloniki. 

“The landing was made and continues. 
but it is undesirable to state the exact 
military strength. The Government 
gives formal assurance that the naval 
and military plans were prepared care- 
fully and methodically by the general 
ataffs of the allies and in so far as prep- 
aration is concerned, they were in per- 
pect accord and believe the results wil) 
be successful. 

“Then what do you want? It is time 
to speak clearly and only in public ses- 
gion. I have no right to bring here dip- 
lomatic or- military secrets, for I hold 
them from chancellories which confide 
them to the Government to be used but 
not to be revealed. 

‘The same question now is whether, 
through the general assurances it gives, 
the Government may leave here with 
your confidence. Under these tragic cir- 
cumstances you must say if the Gov- 
ernment has or has not the confidence 
of .the chamber. I ask for a vote of 
confidence.’’ 

After the Premier had concluded the 
attacks on the Ministry were resumed 
hy Deputy Charlies Chaumet. M. Chau-

FORD FOR NEITHER 
SDE IN THE WAR, 
BUT IS FOR PEACE 


He Answers Critics of His Oppo- 
sition to $500,000,000 Loan 
to the Allies. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
DETROIT, Mich., Oct. 14.—Henry 


Ford has answered his critics in the 
first statement he has issued since he 
recently declared the allied loan com- 
missioners “ought to have a tin can 
tied to them and be sent out of the 
country.” 

He had just left a directors’ meeting 
of the Ford Motor Co., where the resig- 
nation of James Couzens, as vice presi- 
dent, general manager and treasurer vf 
the company, had been accepted. Ford 
seemed light-hearted as he discussed 
the sentiments which has made him the 
center of wide discussion for weeks. He 
told: the correspondent of the Post-Dis- 

tch that he would leave in a private 
car today for the San Francisco Expo- 
sition to join Thomas A. Edison on a 
vacation. 

“This whole matter has been much 
misunderstood,” said he. “I haven't 
really started in my efforts for peace. 
Those who are. criticising me most 
know least of the subject.” As for the 
threats in Canada te boycott me or my 
products, they are the machinations of 
politicians. All the boycotts that Cana- 
dian politicians are threatening will 
have nothing to do with the public 
demand for the Ford cars. 

Against All War. 

“It sO happened that the war loan 
which I said was unjustified was being 
sought by the allies. I was opposed to 
it, not because it was for the allies, but 
because I thought that it would hinder 
immeasurably the coming of peace. Yet 
l am put down by unthinking men as a 
foe of the allies. Nothing could be 
further from the truth. The fact is, I 
am against all war. 

“I believe that every opportunity that 
is given the warring nations to con- 
tinue their awful conflict is deserving 
of the severest censure. I am sorry 
that the impression has been given to 
Canadians that I am opposing them in 
particular. It seems to me that I have 
made it plain many times that I am 
neither for the Germans nor for the 
allies, nor against either. 

‘But I am for peace, early peace, 
complete peace, which has been set fur- 
ther back by the allied loan.”’ 

When Ford arrived at his office froin 
his country home he found his direc- 
tors already assembled to act on Cou- 
zens’ resignation. The latter refused to 
add to his statement that he was leav- 
ing the company because he and Ford 
had participated in a series of violent 
disputes over Ford’s utterances as to 
peace, the allied war loan and pre- 
paredness. 

The parting between Ford and Cou- 
zens was brief. They addressed each 
other after the meeting, however, as 
“Henry” and ‘Jim.’ 

Golden Background to Parting. 

There was a silver, or rather golden 
lining back of the cloud which threat- 
ened to disrupt the motor company, 
for the closing act of Couzens was the 
‘submission of the Ford financial state- 
ment for the last 10 months. It showed 
enormous growth in the profits and re- 
sources of this already great .commer- 
cial giant. The Ford Motor Co. has 
cash in bank of more than $44,000,000, 
and its net profits for the last 10 
months have been more than $27,000,000. 

Frank Klingensmith, secretary of the 
company, was named to succeed Cou- 
zens in each of his three official posi- 
tions, and Edsel B. Ford, who is barely 
past 21, son of Henry Ford, was naméd 
to succeed Klingensmith as secretary. 
Klingensmith, 10 years ago, was a clerk 
in Detroit at $10 a week. His rise is 
typical of that of Ford’s other part- 
ners in the business. 

Ford tractors will be produced for the 
market in the new plant being construct- 
ed at Dearborn. The tractor has been 
redesigned so that it will draw two 
prlows. Announcement of these facts was 
made by Ford after the company’s meet- 
ing. He said the machines might be sola 
direct to the farmer by mail order. 

Despite the optimistic reports regard- 
ing the financial condition of the motor 
company, it is said that recent censure 
for Ford for his peace and allied loan 
views by Sam Hughes, Canadian Min- 
ister of Militia, arfd Mayor Church an@ 
the City Council of Toronto have had a 
deleterious effect on the Canadian com- 
pany’s business. Large numbers of 
workmen at the Canadian plant in Ford 
City have been laid off recently. That 
the lay-off is due to cancellation of or- 
ders is the inference in motor circles. 


Spenker Clark Would Have Stopped 
War Loan if He Had Had Power. 
DENVER, Colo., Oct. 14.—‘If I had 

had the power, the recent war loan to 

the French and English would never 
have been made,”’ said Speaker Champ 

Clark here yesterday. “Every person 

contributing a dollar to that war fund 

becomes a ‘rooter’ for the allies and 
it is not right that we should be ‘root- 
ing’ for either side. 

“Our sympathies are likely to follow 
our dollars and we should remain neu- 
tral in spirit as well as in deeds. The 
trouble as to stopping the loan was 
that no one had the power to stop it.”

SEVEN GERMAN ORE 
VESSELS IN BALTIC 
REPORTED MISSING 


They Are Believed to Have Been 
Sunk by British Sub- 
marines. 


LONDON, Oct. 14.—Seven German ore 
steamers which plied the Baltic Sea are 
missing, according to a stockholm dis- 
patch to the Exchange Telegraph Co., 
and are believed to have been sunk by 
British submarines. 

New German Submarines, Declared to 
Be Engaged in Laying Mines. 

LONDON, Oct. 14.—Commenting on the 
Story sent out from Washington that so 
many German submarines have been de- 
stroyed within the last few months that 
there is a probability of Germany’s dis- 
continuing undersea warfare, Archibald 
Hurd, in the Daily Telegraph, says to- 
day: “ 

“Everyone is by this time aware that 
submarine piracy, although it has de- 
prived us of many merchant ships and 
cargoes, has been a military failure, but 
it has not been abandoned ané Germany 
is not bankrupt of such craft. 

“The enemy is no doubt obtaining new 
submarines, and it is quite probable that 
he has more today than he had in the 
spring. The manning of such craft is a 
far more serious problem, for the sub- 
marine genius is born, not made. 

“Now, the Germans have inaugurated 
a new policy with a new type of subma- 
rine which ig built to lay mines and not 
to discharge torpedoes. Ships of thia 
class are busily engaged in trying to 
Pdestroy our own and neutral ships, for 
there can be no discrimination. The 
mine-laying submarine creeps along on 
or under water and her progress, par- 
ticularly at night, cannot be easily de- 
tected.” 


Crew of 90 Escapes From Liner Tor- 
pedoed in Mediterranean, 
PARIS, Oct. 14.—The Messageries Mar- 
times liner Yunan has been torpedoed 
presumably in the Mediterranean Sea. 
The vessel did not sink and her crew 
cf 390 men took to the boats and safely 

landed. 

The Yunan is of 6474 tons. She was 
last reported as having sailed from Al- 
giers, July 14, for the Dardanelles and 
therefore probably is in the French 
Government service. 

The crew of the French steam collier 
Antoine, sunk by a submarine in the 
Mediterranean last week, has landed 
at Toulon. The men say that a German 
submarine, flying the Austrian colora, 
eank the collier and that its commander 
barely gave them time to take to their 
boats. 


British Auxiliary Vessel Blown Up 
by Mine in North Sea. 

ST. JOHNS, N. F., Oct. 14—Word has 
been received that the armed drifter 
Franzoliver, one of the British auxil- 
iary fleet operating in the North Sea, 
was blown up by a mine yesterday 
Five naval reservists from this colony 
were among those lost. The drifter 
was engaged in picking up German 
mines. 


PRESIDENT TO BE ASKED TO 
CALL A PEACE CONFERENCE 


International caniinaall Sends David 
Starr Jordan to Urge Convening of 
Delegates of Neutral Nationa. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Oct. 14.—The Inter- 
national Peacé Congress adopted a reso- 
lution yesterday directing David Starr 
Jordan, president of the congress and 
chancellor of Stanford University, to 
proceed to\Washington at once and urge 
President Wilson to call a conference 
of neutral nations to be a permanent 
body to bring about peace. He will 

start today. 

Another resolution adopted declared 
the peace congress looked with appre- 
hension on the presence of advisory 
boards of the United States Govern- 
ment of manufacturers of war muni- 
tions, or of men interested in sale of the 
supplies to the belligerent European na- 
tions. 

President Wilson’s policy was also ap- 
proved by the congress, which went on 
record as recognizing that to the Presi- 
dent is largely due the fact that the 
republic has remained law-abiding, de- 
spite currents of fear, hate and excite- 
ment. The congress expressed its op- 
position to the widespread demand for 
preparation. The delegates agreed they 
did not urge disarmament under pres- 
ent conditions. The last resolution de- 
plored every attempt to militarize 
America, stating that the establishment 
of military training courses in the 
schools was inconsistent with American 
ideals.

CITY TO RAISE OWN GUINEA 
PIGS AND RABBITS FOR TESTS 


Hospital Commissioner Says About 56 
Now Are Used Monthly at Cost 
of $1 Apiece. 

Dr. C. H. Shutt, City Horpital Com- 
missioner, announced this morning that 
arrangements have been made with Dr. 
Baldwin, City Bacteriologist, and Supt. 
Anderson of the city infirmary.to estab- 
lish a guinea pig farm at the Infirmary. 
Guinea pigs and rabbits for experiment- 
al purposes will be reared for the use of 
hospital physicians in making tests of 

infectious diseases. 

Dr. Shutt said that about 3 pigs and 
rabbits a month are now used at the 
hospital in making tests, but that as the 
cost is $1 each for the animals, the city 
can raise them cheaper. 

He said that infirmary wards will erect 
a concrete house which will hold #0 
guinea pigs and 100 rabbits. They will 
be fed with scraps from the Infirmary 
kitchen.

criticisms of the new taxes imposed by 
the budget of Reginald McKenna, Chan- 
cellor of the Exchequer. Montagu 
dwelt upon the magnitude of the bur- 
den cast upon the country by the war. 

“We have had to keep and continuc 
to keep,’ said he, “an impregnable 
navy. We have paid and continue t> 
pay for an army which has increased 
from a few thousands of men to an 
army which runs into millions. We ar: 
financing by loans to our great domin- 
ion part of their expenditure on the con. 
tingents which are helping us to fight. 
We are paying, as regards India, the 
whole cost of the Indian contingents ex- 
cept their normal peace expenditure. 

‘We have advanced to the allies such 
a sum as it was estimated would equip 
and maintain in the field 3,000,000 of their 
soldiers. We have a right to be proud 
of our share, and we ought to be proud 
of the way in which the proposals for 
meeting the war expenditure have been 
received by all classes.’’ 

Has Not Bent Itself to Task. 

Montagu added that the country had 
not yet bent itself to the task of meet- 
ing the obligations imposed by burdens 
which involved an expenditure amount- 
ing to not less than two-thirds of the 
entire estimated national yearly in- 
come. Therefore, it followed, he said, 
that every citizen ought to be prepared 
to put no less thar half his current in- 
come at the disposal of the state, either 
by tax or loan. 

To do this, Montagu continued, the 
civil po»nulation must stint itself and re- 
arrange its whole life with regard to 
the consumption of luxuries and for- 
eign purchased goods. There would, 
however, be still more money left in 
the pockets of the people than would 
have to be got later by loan taxation, 
and this had caused a feeling of relief 
and given an assurance that the coun- 
try could continue to finance the war. 

Montagu said, in conclusion, that the 
Chancellor of the Exchequer intended 
to develop with all possible rapidity a 
compulsory taxation system for the 
country, but that this in itself would 
not be adequat) to the case, and vol- 
untary savings were essential to an ul- 
timate victory. 


Tea and Sugar Tax Opposed, 

Sir Alfred Mond and other free trad- 
ers protested against the import duties 
imp@sed by the budget, while the La- 
borites opposed the increased taxes on 
tea and sugar and announced that they 
would vote against them. 

Other members of the chamber ex- 
pressed the view that the Government, 
while preaching economy, was not prac- 
ticing it, and declared that tremendous 
waste was going on in the camps of the 
country.

> Case Marked by Efforts to 
uy Off Prosecuting Witness. 


From the time of Harry Levy's ar- 
rest until his conviction by a jury, 
unusual efforts were made to save 
him from the penitentiary. Politicians 
j.were active in his behalf. Efforts 
were made to buy off the prosecut- 
ing witness and later to tamper with 
the jury. 

Levy was convicted of picking the 
pocket of Milton C. Burke, an oculist 
of Senath, Mo., when on a street car 
near Union Station. After causing 
Levy's arrest Burke returned to Sen- 
uth. Three weeks before the date set 
for the trial in March, 1914, two St. 
Louig men vigited Burke in Senath 
and offered him $100 if he would fail 
to appear as a witness against Levy. 
He refused the offer and one of the 
men said: 

“You follow us when we leave here 
and we'll drop the money and you

When this proposition was rejected it 
was proposed that one of the men 
should buy a pair of spectacles .from 
Burke, pay for them with a $100 bill and 
“forget” to take the change. Burke laid 
these facts before the Circuit Attorney 
and a close watch was kept on Levy’s 
political friends.

One friend ‘of Levy was quoted as say- 
ing Levy had spent $300 in an effort 
to escape conviction. 

John L. Stewart, Who Killed John D. 
(Don) Killian, Paroled. 

John L. Stewart, who shot and killed 
John D. (Don) Killian in the Stewart 
home at 424A Cook avenu July 19, 
1912, was paroled yesterday by Gov. Ma- 
jor, after he had served about 16 months 
of his two-year sentence. 

Though indicted on a, second-degree 
murder charge, Stewart was found 
guilty of fourth-degree manslaughter. 
tHe alleged that he shot Killiahm in selt- 
defense. 
|’ The shooting occurred after a drinking 
and card playing carouse, at the end 
of which both men went to the Stewart 
home to sleep. Stewart, after the shoot- 
Ing, alleged that Killian had made an 
offensive remark about. Mrs. Stewart, 
and had drawn a revolver on him. Kil- 
lian was shot four times. 

At the ‘trial an effort was made to 
}show that Killian’s back was turned to 
Stewart when the shooting started, but 
the. evidence was purely. circumstan- 
tial, and Stewart's! self-defense plea 
carried weight with the jury. 

Stewart appealed from the verdict, but 
later withdrew the appeal, and on July 
21, 1914, he voluntarily surrendered at 
the Jefferson City penitentiary. 

Killian at the time of the shooting 
lived at 6153 Page boulevard. He was 
known as a sport promotér and was a 
brother of Detective Lee Killian, a city 
detective, who was shot and killed by 
his former walking partner, George G. 
Williams, in 1907.

PAY FORMER WIFE 
$36,000 ALIMONY 


Settlement of Her Suit Effected 
and Appeal to Supreme 
Court Is Dismissed. 


Mrs. Celeste C. Thompson, former wife 
of Samuel A. Thompson, yesterday com- 
promised the suit for unpaid alimony 
which she brought against Thompson 
and the Thompson Trust Co., executor 
of the estate of his father, William H. 
Thompson, who wag president of the Na- 
tional Bank of Commerce. She agreed 
to accept a judgment for $35,000 alimony 
in gross. Accordingly the appeal from 
the Circuit Court’s ruling in her favor, 
made June 27, 1913, was dismissed in the 
Supreme Court. 

A divorce was granted to Mrs. Thomp- 
son June 2, 1910, with a month] y alimony 
allowance of $500. In the suit to collect 
alimony she alleged that there had been 
no payment since July, 1912. She asker 
that Thompson’s one-third interest in 
his father’s estate be held subject to ali- 
mony then due and to payments to be- 
come due. Thompson contended that the 
legacy could not be assessed for debts, 
under the terms of his father’s will, as 
it was held in trust for him.

This disparity has arisen by reason of the dif- 
ference in the water utilities of the two sections 
in the past. What will be the disparity when 
the navigation conditions in the section now fa- 
vored by water transport are enormously in- 
creased while those of the valley remain in sta- 
tionary inadequacy? 

An ever-extending circle of territory is brought 
under tribute to Great Lake communities by these 
water advantages. But what will be the exten- 
sion when, to the water advantages now enjoyed, 
are added others second only to those of the Pan-

New York’s $100,000,000 barge canal is ap- 
proaching gompletion. It will make available a 
new cheap waterway from Buffalo east to the sea. 
Millions must be spent on the Mississippi to en- 
able it to accommodate craft as large as this 
canal. 
This is not all. Improvements of even more im- 
portance are being made at equal cost on the Ca-. 
nadian side of the line. In three years the new 
Welland Canal around Niagara Falls and the new 
canals around the several St. Lawrence rapids 
will be open. They ‘ave locks 800 feet Jong and 
80 feet wide, almost as big as those at Panama, 
and will accommodate ships drawing 30 feet. 
Just now, after some months of less than aver- 
age activity, the navigation season in the Great 
Lake belt is closing with impressive object les- 
sons on what water transport means to that sec- 
tion. 
The revival of business in all lines is reflected 
in the carrying trade. In addition, a great percent- 
age of the billion-bushel wheat crop of this coun- 
try and the proportionately big yield in Canada 
ig advanced a long stage to market by the water 
route. Iron ore must be brought down for the 
busy steel plants turning out products for for- 
eign and domestic demand. Coal must be taken 
uy to kgep the Northwest warm during the winter. 
The Tesult is an uncommon prosperity. The 
frantic demand for tennage has sent rates to the 
most lucrative point known in years. Single ves- 
sels earn as much as $17,000 for bringing down 
one load of wheat. Thousands find employment in 
this stimulated carrying trade. Happy vessel 
owners are giving orders for new craft to the 
bustling shipyards of Great Lakes cities. 
The carrying trade has become a specia) inter- 
est whose wealth-creating possibilities are great 
and widely distributed, but this is not the most 
important benefit. Even at the advanced water 
rates, producers of an empire are given an advan- 
tage as compared with rail rates. Consumers by 
the million have the advantage of rapid, dependa- 
ble transit at low charges. 
How can the logic pointing to the Mississippi’s 
improvement as the salvation of valley cities be 
ignored or evaded? 
If in the struggle among American cities for 
supremacy over territory and trade St. Louis is 
already handicapped, how much will it be further 
handicapped when the old dream of ocean steam‘ 
ers docking at Cleveland and Chicago and Duluth‘ 
is realized, as it will in three years? 
Many of the factors contributing to population 
increase are secured to St. Louis. It lacks, how- 
ever, the important factor of water communica- 
tion. If, without this factor, it maintains itself 
with difficulty in the race, what will be the 
danger of being ignominiously outstripped when 
its relative poverty in water facilities is made’ 
immeasurable? 
If $200,000,000 spent to augment the already 
splendid facilities of its rivals while not a cent 
ise spent on the Mississippi won't cause St. Louis 
to wake up, will it ever wake up? 
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Is warring Burope to make every American 
a son of a gun? 


NO TREATING IN LONDON. 

The British male tourist’s affectation of amaze- 
ment over American regulation of the liquor traf- 
fic is one of the vivid impressions of this coun- 
try. 

Perhaps nothing else in this country has so 
often given rise to “Baw Jove, don’t you know.” 
Targets for his derision were the bally prohibi- 
tion states and the local option counties. He 
seemed in his peculiar way to find amusement in 
all our restrictions, but the thing that struck him 
as the most hopelessly freakish and outlandish 
was our anti-treating laws. He even pretended to 
disbelieve anything so preposterous as that anti- 
treating laws are actually in force in some few 
places, and to convince him only increased his 
wonder over the impractical vagaries of this sod- 
den, benighted country.

T is gratifying to know that the packers are to 
remain loyal to the country.

However, the packers are a very rich and power- 
ful set of men. They all wear rings on their fingers 
and bells on their toes, and if their own declaration 
of allegiance to the country at this time means noth- 
ing as a direct help in the work of preparedness, it 
must still influence many other elements dazzled by 
wealth and power to come out for the country, too 
An element powerful enough to assume to tell the 
British Government where it gets off—which is what 
the packers are doing in the matter of all the seized 
meat from this country which Britain holds—is not 
to be despised in a get-together movement such as 
we have launched in this country. It is well, we 
think. The packers are our nearest approach to 
kings; and if the war abroad has ¢4aught us anything, 
it is that*the more kings one has up the better.

BRILLIANT OPERA 
SEASON ENDS WITH 
MUSICAL DIALOGUE 


“The Love of Three Kings” 
Pleases Hearers Despite Fact 
It Has No Aria. 


IS TRAGIC PRODUCTION 


Luisa Villani, Who Sang in Its 
Premiere in Italy, Has 
Leading Part. 


By RICHARD L. STOKES. 
USIC, speaking a new and poign- 
VI ant language; and opera, rigor- 
ously stripped of its old lyric 
dress, assuming the, austere garb of 
pure drama—these are the ultra-modern 
novelties revealed in young Italo Monte- 
mezzi’s tragic poem in three acts, 
‘“l’Amore dei Tre Re’’ (The Love ot 
Three Kings) with which the Boston 
Grand Opera Co., last night at the 
Odeon, brought to a brilliant finale its 
series of four St. Louis performances, 

It was the opera's premiere in this 
city, and its fourth performance in the 
United States. It was produced last 
winter, for the first time in this coun- 
try, by the Metropolitan Opera Co., and 
afterward in Boston; and it was sung 
last week by the Boston Opera Co. in 
Chicago. It had ita world premiere two 
years ago at La Scala, in Milan. Its 
composer was then but 28 years old, and 
the work raised him from obscurity tiv 
renown. 

The plot chosen by Montemezzi for his 
musical setting is one of extreme power, 
it being the work of Sem Benelli, a 
gifted young Malian poet. The time cf 
the action is placed in medieval Italy, 
40 years after it had been overrun and 
conquered by Archibaldo, a fierce bar- 
barian from the North. His son, Man- 
fredo, softened and perhaps somewhat 
enervated by the civilization of the van- 
quished country, has completely thrown 
off the savage, and is wedded to Fiora, 
an Italian Princess, who is a patrician 
of the patricians. 

She disdains her husband as a bar- 
barian and hates him as one of the op- 
pressors of the land over ‘ch her fam- 
ily had ruled; and secretly gives her love 
to Avito, an Italian Prince, one of her 
own race and station, to whom she hail 
been betrothed. 

Archibaldo, Manfredo and Avito are 
the three Kings, the conflict of whose 
luve for Fiora leads to a triple tragedy. 
Archibaldo, grown old and blind, loves 
her as the living and beautiful symbol 
of Italy, the mistress whom, in his 
youth, he won by force of the sword. 
Manfredo worships her with an humble 
and despairing adoration, for he knows 
that he has never awakened her love. 
Avito loves her with a mad and guilty 
passion, made the more furious in that 
it is mixed with the gratification of re- 
venge against the conquerors of his 
country. 

The principal parts were portrayed by 
Luisa Villani, as Fiora, she being the 
Icvely Italian dramatic soprano who 
created the role at La Scala; by Jose 
Mardones, as Archibaldo; George Bak- 
lanoff, as Manfredo, and Zanco de 
Primo, as Avito. Pietro Audisio played 
part of Flaminio, Archibaldo’s faithless 
servant. Minor roles were taken by 
Llizabeth Campbell, as a handmaiden; 
ely Clement, as an old woman; Enrico 
Nava, as a youth, and Belle Gottschalk 
as a young girl. 

Not a Single Aria in Piece. 

The wonder of the audience was 
aroused at hearing an opera in which 
there is not a single aria and indeed not 
u single melody, in the usual sense of 
the word. The nearest approach to an 
aria is the lament sung beside Fiora’s 
bier by Avito in the last act, and this !s 
in fact a soliloquy in music. There were 
often two or three or four persons sing- 
ing on the stage together, but their 
songs could not be called duets, or trios, 
or quartettes. It was simply musical 
dialogue. There was not a single chorus 
with the exception or the threnody in 
the third act, and this, save for a few 
mourners on the stage, was sung be- 
bind the scenes. There is not an air in 
the entire opera which could be trans- 
planted to the concert stage. 

Throughout the work the play is the 
thing, and the music never yields to the 
temptation to wander from the dramatic 
to the lyric. It was as if music had 
forgotten its ability to move in a hori- 
zontal line, which is its function in 
melody; and had become purely verti- 
cal. There were outcries*‘of passion, of 
rage, of anguish, of fear; and these 
had musical pitch and were supported 
by wondrous and gorgeous harmonies. 
But the music did not draw; it painted; 
the etching of the clear liney of the 
opera's story was left to the words of 
the beautiful libretto, while sound en- 
riched and dyed the drawing with hues 
more resplendent than those of the rain-, 
bow. 

Yet the effect was dramatic to the 
highest degree, for modern com- 
posers have proved that in music there 
are far subtler and more moving re- 
sources than that of merely drawing 4 
line of melody. They have shown that 
sounds, skillfully employed, are able to 
reflect all the keen intricacies of com- 
plex emotion, instead of being merely 
vaguely sad, or happy, or langurous, or 
martial—the general and loose effects 
which sufficed the older musicians. 
Montemezzi, a modern of the moderns, 
is precociously a virtuoso of this de- 
iineation of specific feeling. 

Murder Scenes Unusual, 

There were, among many others, two 
striking examples of the severe subor- 
dination of the music to the drama. 
When Fiora, her love for Avido de- 
tected, is strangled by Archibaldo, the 
composer permits her to die without 
springing to her feet in her mortal 
throes and pouring out her tragedy in 
an aria the physical exactions of which 
would tax an athlete In perfect health. 
We know how Verdi and even Wagner 
would handle the situation. But here 
there was a shriek or so—and the end. 
And when Manfredo finds his wife dead 
by his father’s hands and learns of her 
infidelity, the composer had the daring 
to let him in almost silent, in 
the speechiess ! ty of his grief.

the magic of the orchestration which 
ran like a broad and tumultuous river 
beneath the surface of the drama. It 
was as if the play were being aprareled 
in an ever-changing garment of sumptu- 
ous and thousand-tinted sounds, which 
was woven without eeasing upon the 
loom of the orchestra. If the vocal parts 
were often austere and stark, the or- 
chestra provided the richest and most 
gorgeous of tonal settings. The music 
abounded in novel and penetrating ef- 
fects, one of which may be given as an 
example. In opera the flute is the tradi- 
tional performer of obligatos. Monte- 
mezzi gave this function to a muted 
trumpet, played pianissimo, with a pierc- 
ing enhancement of poignancy and trag- 
edy. His employment of the brass choir 
throughout was intensely exciting. 

As to the performance of the actors, 
the honors were won by Villani and by 
Mardones. The latter was a majestic 
and noble Archibaldo. His deep bass 
voice had a quality rarely sweet, as well 
as powerful, and his singing and acting 
in the big dramatic parts of his role 
were exhibitions of consummate art. 
Villani, to a beautiful face and figure, 
added a voice of delicious youth and 
freshness, as well as of thrilling reso- 
nance and timbre. She was a tragic 
and moving figure as the center of the 
vehement passions of the three Kings. 

Baklanoff perhaps carried magnanim- 
ity perilously near to the verge of weak- 
ness in his portrayal of Manfredo; but 
this was probably only his interpre- 
tation of the character, who, dis- 
covering the identify of his rival, 
cries out: “‘Why can I not hate?’ His 
splendid voice was, of course, all that 
could be desired. 

But De Primo was unfortunately cast 
as Avito, and was the only detracting 
feature of the performance. His acting 
was wooden and heavy and his tenor 
voice lacked something to make it satis- 
fying—a certain absence of ring and tim- 
bre. His best performance was the sing- 
ing of his death song at liora’s bier. 
Also, his physique was so overshadowed 
by the heroic proportions of Baklanoff 
as to make Fiora's preference for him 
over her husband a considerable strain 
on one’s credulity. 

A change as suiking as could be con- 
ceived came with the fall of the lagr 
curtain upon the opera and its rise 
upon the mimo-dramatic version vf 
Gluck's “Orpheus et Eurydice,’’ which 
was performed by Anna Pavlowa anil 
her Ballet Russe, with Maria Gay sing- 
ing the part of Orpheus and Phyllis 
Peralta that of Eurydice. Here we were 
back in the youth of the world, and the 
beautiful old classic story of love, suf- 
fering and triumph was mimed by the 


incomparable Pavlowa and her dancers 
with unearthly loveliness.

Elvira Leveront, as 
Butterfly’s attendant, and Paolo Anan- 
lan, in two Japanese roles, fitted their 
parts well, while Pietro Audisio, as the 
native marriage broker, had much more 
acting than singing to do.

QUEBEC, Ont., Oct. 14.—"Tt ts impos- 
sible for me to describe my sensations 
when I learned that practically the 
whole world had become involved in 
war, although but a short year previ- 
ous thoughts of such a war could hard- 
ly have been conceived,” sald Capt.
